SEVERAL COUNTRIES. 


Can Exercise the Right of Veto, in 


Election of Pope. 


Rome. July 10—9:30 a. m.—Premier 


KanardelH had B long conference to- 
day with the minister of justice. Sig- 
nor Coccu-Artu, under whose Juris- 
diction are all religious

italy. about the eventual rl^ht to veto 
which the Italian government might 
exercise at the next conclave. 
Three 


athotic powers, Spain. Fiance and 


Austria, enjoy this privilege, termed 
the "right of exclusion." which enti- 
tles them to veto the election of a 
candidate who is not a persona grata 
to their governments. In such a caso 
a power which may desire to prevent 
the election of a certain candidate 
deputies a cardinal of its nationality 
to announce the objection at the con- 
clave, but the announcement must be 
made while the scrnnity Is going on, 
before the candidate haa received the 
majority of the votes requirod 
to 


elect otherwise the protest would be 
invalid. This right has been regarded 
as extremely important especially in 
the middle ages when Italy, being the 
largest fir-Id of action for France. Aus- 
tria and Spain, the choice of a Pon- 
tiff was a question of supreme impor- 
tance »s he played a leading part in 
their disputes. Italy claims the right

Home, July 10.—The Pope rose at 


six o'clock this morning. He said he 
thought the air of tits 
room 
was 


somewhat vitiated, and wanted 
it

An attendant. Piocentra. 


after having been authorized to do so 
by Dr. Lapponi. opened the windows 
of the whole apartment. Including the 
sick room, the Pontiff having previous- 
ly been carefully covered with extra 
blankets. 
Af;.i.' remaining open for 


a short time, shr windows wwre clos- 
ed, with the tr-Xoeptlou of the window 
of the sick room, Dr. Lapponi having 
decided that the balmy, 
fresh 
air 


could only do the patient good. The 
opening and the shutting of the win- 
dows, was watched from the piazza 
by the people who had gathered there 
to hear the latest news, and some of 
them interpreted it as meaning that 
the Pontiff was dead, which necessi- j 
tated a prompt official denial. 


The Pope prayed for half an hour, 


and then had breakfast, partaking of 
the yo!k of an egg beaten up with 
sugar, in hot coffee, and a light bis- 
cuit. 
The Pontiff then attended to 


his toilet, but he did not shave. 
H«! 


then received his private secretary, 
Monsignor Angeli. who was again sur- 
prised at the Pope's brightness of 
mind, and display of energy-. On leav- 
ing the sick room, Monsignor. Angeli 
remarked to those who surrounded 
him, and asked for news that, if it 
was not known that the Pope was dan- 
gerously ill. from his appearance it 
that time, one would say he was in 
his normal condition. 
The Monsig- 


nor added that the Pontiff referred to 
several different 
matters, 
recalling 


exactly the most minute details and 
remembering facts, figures and dates 
with marvelous promptness, and all 
this to the accompaniment of snuff 
taking. The same impressions were 
formed by Count Camillo Pecei, who 
visited the Pope after' Monsignor An- 
gel I. The boctor's visit and the opera- 
tion followed. 


Dr. Mazzoni's operation this morn- 


ing was almost identical with that of 
Tuesday afternoon. 
The patient lay 


on his couch, with his side exposed. 
The skin aboTf. the affected part was 
washed with a solution of alcohol, co- 


mental concentration. As I approach- 
ed the bed he pressed my hand with 
a slight effort and looked at. me in- 
tently with his bright, black, expres- 
sive eyes. He wore a calm, dignified 
smile, and began asking me a number 
of questions. It seemed almost in- 
comprehensible that this was a man 
on the verge of death. Every power 
of will and Intellect remained intact. 
Itnagice ao invalid 94 years of age, 
anxious to make the acquaintance- of 
his new consulting doctor, asking sug- 
gestive questions 
and 
testing 
his 


opinion of clinical science. That any 
dying man should be able to make 
such a prompt, decided effort of tlie 
will is certainly astonishing, 


"The Pope asked me if I had read 


certain essays upon medical pathol- 
ogy, written by a student who took 
his degree in 1824. 


" 'I was very young then', said the 


Pope, smiling, 'but I remember many 
circumstances of that happy period 
of my life.' 


"After hearing: his ajK^son testing 


my studies 
and 
scientific ability I 


assure you 1 was almost :eady t«. be- 
lieve that some miracle was |i>elng 
wrought concerning: the Pope's con- 
dition." 


Prof. Rossoni said that the state 


of 
the 
Pontiff 
was 
very serious. 


There was little danger of an im- 
mediate climax, although it was con- 
stantly present. The Pope was mak- 
ing a brave struggle, but the doctor 
continued: "His weapons of defense 
are weak. Even the finest tempered' 
steel becomes blunted after so many 
years 
of use. 
A renewal of 
the

I tlie institution would be culled the 


j Stockard hospital. Mr. Drury informed 
' the banker that the name had already 


been Irrevocably decided upon. Itwaa 
to be St. Luke's, whereupon Mr. 
Stockard informed Sir. Drury thnt he 
bad already exi>euded the annual 
amount be liad set apart for charity 
aud begged to be excused. Mr. Drury 
departed, feeling that Mr. titockurd 
had offered to pay for an advertise- 
ment and had refused to contribute to 
a charity. 


It was several years after this inci- 


dent that a carriage drove up to 
Drury's studio and a gentleman bear-

remembered him perfectly as Stockard, 
but the banker did not recognize 
Drury.

Then he had it framed, with 


"Kuinrd"' placet! beneath, and sent it 
to a prominent dealer for display in 
liis window. 


It was not long before Mr. Stocknrd's 


attention vras called to the picture, 
and hi? wrote a note to the artist de- 
m.tndius its instant withdrawal. Mr. 
Di'ury replied that the picture had 
been much admired and was making 
him a reputation; therefore he de- 
clined to withdraw it. 


Mr. Stoekard's next move was to 


send his attorney to Mr. Drury to 
notify him Unit the banker was about 
to commence legal proceedings to have 
the 
picture 
removed. 
Mr. Drury 


allowed the attorney Mr. Stockard's 
note, in which he claimed thnt no one 
would know the portrait had been 
painted for him. After reading this 
letter the lawyer remarked thnt he 
thought the matter a subject for com- 
promise.

It seems 
curious that tl? tlrst real step toward 
lighten!ns the labor of children as 
they climb the Indiier of learning was 
the' product of the imagination nut of 
some fond mother or gentlewoman 
teacher, lint of a bcwipRed and beti- 
tied university doctor. 


It was Johnnn Conienitts. however, 


who tirst conceived the daring idea 
that children could he taught by the 
aid of the nion'ory and the tuiiipina- 
iiou working tofwtiier, "by means." as 
he (juaintly exjire-jse*! it. "of sensuous 
impressions conveyed to the eye, so 
that visual objects may be made the 
medium of expressing morn! lessons to 
the younp mind and of impressing 
those lessons upon tbe memory." In 
other words, the pood Herr l>c»-tor had 
the hrlpht idea thati'icture books could 
be nsefnl to children. Comenhis mnde 
his tirst picture book and failed it the 
"Orbis rictus." It contains rude wood- 
cuts representing objects in the nat- 
ural world, as trees and animals, with 
little lessons about the pk-turvs. It is 
a quaint volume and one thnt would 
cause the average modern child not a 
little astonishment were It placed be- 
fore him. 


As truly, however, as that term may 


be applied to any other took that has 
since been written, the "Orbls Plctus" 
was an epoch making- book. It is the 
precursor of
